Buster Displays Great Speed in 
Winning at Churchill Downs. 

Favorites Enjoy a Field Day, Only 
One Losing — Pindar Peel’s 
Impressive Race. 



I.OmSVILLE, Ky., September 7.— A. I.. 
Kirby’s three-year-old Buster showed one of 
the best performances to date of the present 
meeting when he ran the mile in 1:37 to win 
as his rider pleased and defeated some fairly 
good ones that started in the feature race. 
Buster displayed keen speed throughout, was 
never seriously in danger at any part of the 
race and won with much in reserve. Lady 
Champ, an outsider, was his closest pursuer 
from the start and field on exceptionally 
well in the final drive. Cherry Tree, after a 
slow beginning and being far out of it in 
the early running, finished fast and began 
wearing the others down, but he could not 
overhaul the leading pair. 

Favorite backers had a field day after the 
first race, in which Birdie G. faiicd them. 
Thereafter it was a triumphant procession 
for the short-priced horses, beginning with 
Flowers of Love. The latter was a real good 
thing, and intended as such, but her prowess 
became widespread before post time and the 
mutuel machine workers were deluged with 
money on her. She won like a good one, 
coming away in the stretch under urging to 
score by a safe margin from Grass Maid, 
with Sweet Lady in third place. 

The Riverdale Stable's Raider was the out- 
standing choice in the third race, wiiicli 
brought to the barrier some good platers 
and again the talent scored easily, for Raider, 
after disposing of the veteran Matinee Idol, 
drew out to win decisively. Sun God, com- 
ing with great speed near the end, headed 
Matinee Idol for tliird place. 

Pindar Peel, a former failure, was pitted 
against some good horses this afternoon 
and, racing in his best form under Garner’s 
capabie guidance had no difficulty wiTTiing 
in the three-quarters sprint. He, too, was 
supported with rare confidence and never 
gave his backers serious concern as to the 
result. Colonel Baker under strong urging 
landede in second place, with Barracuda fol- 
lowing. 

MISS CERIN.V TO THE FORE. 

The Montfort .Tones stable won a race with 
the home-bred Miss Cerina, which beat home 
some well regai-ded youngsters that started 
in the sixtli race. Sympathy finishing in sec- 
ond place and Delusive third. Muriel Von 
Der was given rare attention here and she 
flattered extensively during the first half 
mile, but when it came .to the final drive she 
was badly lacking in speed and quit. 

The final race brought to the i>ost some 
good platers, the entire field of si.x absorbing 
considerable betting attention, with Cut Up 
and Lady Lillian the most favored. Diana 
started out as if to make a runaw.ay of it. 
but in tlie stretch she tired rapid’y and it 
enabled Lady Lillian to wear her down. Cut 
Up went poorly and was beaten out by 
Travesty for third place. 

Today’s attendance showed marked im- 
provement over any week-day of the meet- 
ing. The betting volume was also exten- 
siv'ely increased. The racing was again 
spirited, several of the finishes eliciting great 
enthusiasm. The heat \v*as again insuf- 
ferable, without semblance of a let-up -for 
the immediate future.

HOCHELAGA TO CANMORE 



Ross Colt Scores Easy Victory in 
Blue Bonnets Feature — Close 
Finish in Steeplechase. 



MONTREAL, Que., September 7.— The 
Hochelaga Handicap, which featured this 
afternoon’s card, resulted in an easy victory 
for J. K. L. Ross’ Canmore, a bay son if 
Marathon — Canice, by a length from A. N. 
Roy’s Arendal. while third money fell to 
J. K. Jj. Ross’ Hallucination, which was 
coupled with the winner. 

The field was nan-owed down to five start- 
ers and the Ross pair were prohibitivi 
choices in the wagering. The race was at 
three-quarters and served to bring out the 
be.ot two-year-olds in this section. 

The start was good and fast and Arendal 
immediately went to the front. He was soon 
joined by- Hallucination and the two raced 
as a team for the greatest part of the 
journey. Turner, who had the mount on Can- 
more, was content to restraint his mount, but 
when well into the stretch, he closed up re- 
solutely and. had Turner so elected, could 
have won farther off. 

Arendal was pretty well used up racing 
with Hallucination and tired, but had .a 
wide margin over the second string to the 
Ross entry. A. V. Thomas’ Miss Taft w-as 
fourth, several lengths back. The time for 
the T-ace was 1 :13% and the victory netted 
the Ross coffers the sum of $2,025. Canmore 
was top weigth and shouldered 122 i)ound3, 
conceding weight to every starter. 

The best steeplechase of the meeting came 
with the running of the second race, which 
was under handicap conditions and brought 
out a field of six. The winner came from an 
unexpected source, the Elliott Stable’s Fly- 
ing Frog coming home in a stirring drive 
with Keltie, with The Trout third. At the 
end the proverbial blanket could have cov'- 
ered all three, with second place undecided 
until the official placing was dispiayed. The ' 
starters jumped in fauitless manner and at . 
one stage of the race any one of the first i 
three appeared likely to win.

Fred Schroeder sent Sneezy Freezy to the 
post for I’aul Powers in a maiden race for 
three-year-olds and over and she scoied | 
an easy victory over Tamper, while Floren- ; 
tine was third. j 

Trainer T. K. Donohue reported this morn- i 
ing that Oriole, which has received his first 
steeplechase lessons at the Mrs. F. A. Clark 
farm at Cooperstown, N. Y., had been gelded 
and would not be seen under colors again 
this year. 

A special train w-ill leave here on Sunday 
morning carrying the horses that will race 
at the coming Dorval meeting. 

Jockey J. AVallace departs for Toronto Fri- 
day night and will ride as a free lance dur- 
ing the Thorncliffe meeting. 

Entries for the opening day at Dorval 
Park will be accepted here on Saturday 
morning. 

The barrier will be placed in position at 
Dorval Park tomorrow and schooling will 
be held each morning.

a.-; well as interest from afar. Sev- 
eral eastern representatives will try 
conclusions with the locally owned 
ones and a rousing contest will likely 
result. 

Harry Payne Whitney is depending 
on his Enchantment and Picketer to 
carry off the prize, while Cartoonist 
will carry the hopes of “Bud” Fish- 
er. The trio are formidable and it 
will take Kentucky’s best to down 
them. 

The galaxy of western stars will 
Include the cream of the youngsters 
that have raced this year on Ken- 
tucky courses. Among the Lexing- 
ton-owned eligibles is Indian Trail, 
which has scored impressively in his 
only two starts, his debut being at this 
track last week. Shrewd observers 
proclaim him a good colt and he per- 
forms like one. AVhile the races he 
has won were at a distance shorter 
than one mile, still he gives indica- 
tions that he will stay a longer dis- 
tance. It had been Gallaher brothers’ 
intention to place their dependence on 
their crack Cherokee, but that colt 
went slightly amiss in his last work- 
out. Montfort Jones will probably 
have an entry, as will J. O. and G. H. 
Keene, and H. H. Hewitt will also 
probably send a pair to the post.

Southern Gross Runs a Fast Mile 
Over Slow Track — Rockminis- 
ter in Lawrence Realization. 



NEAVI YORK, N. Y., September 7. — James 
B. Smith’s Silk Tassel, chestnut daughter 
of Superman and White Silk, was a lucky 
I winner of the Tomboy Handicap and the 
$3,550 that went to the first horse at Belmont 
Park today. The Rancocas Stable’s Edict, 
carrying top weight of 126 pounds, showed 
in the running of the race that she was much 
the best, but she was second, a length be- 
hind the winner, with Untidy, an added 
starter from the Greentree Stable, third. 
H. C. Fisher withdrew Brocade, Walter M. 
Jeffords Miss Smith. W. R. Coe Pow Wow 
and the Greentree Stable Sunday Best. H. 
P. Whitney’s AA’oodland and the Greentree 
Stable’s Untidy were added, making a field 
of nine two-year-old fillies. The start was 
rather straggling and Edict was one of the 
last to get away. Meanwhile Ponce had Silk 
Tassel away in front and kept her out in 
front alt the way. Fator took Edict to the 
outside and worked his way up with her 
gradually. He called on her on the stretch 
turn and she closely up resolutely, cutting 
down the lead which Silk Tassel had until 
at the finish she was a length behind the 
winner. Silk Tassel covered the five and a 
half furlongs in 1:06%. 

Woodland and Crochet were closest in pur- 
suit of Silk Tassel in the early running, but 
Crochet could not stand the pace for any 
length of time and soon gave way to Untidy, 
which raced in third place from that point 
to the finish. Woodland began to tire in the 
stretch and was fifth at the finish, behind 
Sweep, Edict’s stablemate. 

UNF.VVORABLE AVEATHEIl CONDITIONS. 

The track was slow from overnight rains 
and cool weather . made top coats a com- 
fortable addition to the regular protection 
against the elements. In spite of the un- 
favorable conditions, however, the crowd was 
as large, or larger, than that of AA'ednesday 
and the racing, though not formful, was 
worth while. 

The Xalapa Farm's Southern Cross 

gained little prestige by his victory over 
Pirate Gold and Jaunebar in the A’alley 
Stream Purse. A. Schuttinger sent Southern 
Cross into an early lead and held the pace- 
making position for the remainder of the 
distance. Pirate Gold, after dropping back 
in the first few eighths, moved up with a 
rush on the turn and passed the others. 
Under a hard drive he was closing up on 
Southern Cross, while Ponce moved up with 
Yankee Star on the inside. 

In the stretch run Southern Cro.ss swerved 
out and botlierod Pirate Gold slightly, l>u*‘ 
the Greentree Stable colt, showing marlced 
impi'ovemeni over his last previous raci-. 
came again in the last sixteentli and finishcii 
within three parts of a length of Southern 
Cross at the finish. 

A'ankee Star tired and dropped back while 
Jaunebar moved up to take third place 
After the finish Thomas entered a claim of 
foul against Schuttinger, on the winner, bui 
after qusetioning the latter the stewards 
allowed the order of the finish to stand. 
Southern Cross has been regarded as a dan • 
gerous contender for three-year-old honors, 
but he was under a hard ride to win the 
race from mediocre opponents. Of course 
lie was conceding seven iiounds to I’irate 
Gold and more to some of the others, but 
if he is the horse he is credited with being 
he could have done this with much greater 
ease than he elid. However, the wet track 
may have been unfavorable to him. 

LAST STIIAAV’S GOOD RACE. 

Five fillies faced the starter in the Kew 
Gardens Purse, at tliroe-qiiarters. l.ast 
Straw, from the George D. AV'idener stable, 
won easily from Mary Patricia and Polytliia. 
Last Straw began quickly and rushed out 
to set the pace, with Mary I’atricia in closest 
pursuit. She set a fast pace down the 
backstretch, l)Ut Mary Patricia held on tena- 
ciously. When Callahan called on the latter 
filly she drew up to l.ast Straw, but by the 
time the stretch racing started I.ast Straw 
had shaken her off and was drawing away 
under restraint. The AA’idener filly continued 
to hold her opponents safe through tlie long 
stretch and crossed the finish line with a 
length to spare. Mary Patricia, under hard 
riding, was unable to threaten Last Straw 
after that brief tussle on the turn, but held 
Pdythia safe by a length and a half for 
second place. Last Straw’s time for tho 
three-quarters was remarkably good, con- 
sidering the condition of the track. She 
covered the distance in 1:13^.

Now there is a fear that Kai-Sang will not 
fill his engagement in the Lawrence Realiza- 
tion Saturday. It is to be hoped that the fear 
is groundless, but at this time the son of 
The Finn and Kiluna is looked upon as a 
doubtful starter. He came out of his last race 
and its following work-out for the Lawrence 
Realization sore, and Hildreth has said »nce 
that he was afraid he would not be able to 
bring the colt to the post Saturday. 

At Saratoga Ksd-Sang struck himself in 
work, but it did not bother him to any ex- 
tent until the running of the Jerome Han- 
dicap. He came out of that race nodding 
slightly, and since it has been found necessary 
to J^iply a blister. The injury is not a severe 
one, but may be enough to 'prevent the colt 
meeting Buntnig in the big race. 

With the prospiect of a meeting between 
the Futurity winner of last year and the star 
of the Rancocas Stable three-year-clds, the 
Law’rence Realization had a new interest after 
the sterling performance of Bunting Wednes- 
day. It would be a real disappointment if 
the two are not brought together. 

Sometimes before something has happened 
to prevent championship candidates coming 
together, and this year the three-year-old 
championship, if there is any, is still much in 
the air. Early in the year Lucky Hour and 
Oceanic were two that loomed big in con- 
sideration of that age division. They both 
went wrong and have been away from the 
races since early in the year. Morvich was 
eliminated after his victory in the Kentucky 
Derby. Then Whiskaway, the one to knock 
Morvich from his pedestal, went into the stable 
of C. W. Clark, and he still wias the colt of 
the year until Barnes started him when he 
was not half fit and he was beaten. That was 
not the fault of the colt and he is undoubt- 
edly one that must be seriously considered when 
the best three-year-olds of 1922 are under dis- 
cussion. 

Snob II., after his Withers Stakes victory, 
and after he had been purchased from John 
Sanford by J. S. Cosden, went wrong. Seren- 
ader did not last long in his race for the top 
of the class. Pillorj’ started off well when he 
won the Preakness Stakes, but Whiskaway at- 
tended to his bid for the championship. Surf 
Rider, from an inauspicious beginning, raced 
his way well up in the division at Saratoga 
and has done well since at Louisville. Hea 
went wrong before he had a complete chance 
to show his worth. It has been that way all 
through the racing year and now when Bunt- 
ing is brought back, after having been away 
since the Havre de Grace spring meeting, he 
may find no colt of demonstrated champion- 
ship caliber to meet him in the Lawrence 
- Realization, if Kai-Sang is an absentee. 

If Kai Sang is out of the Lawrence RealizA- 
tion there ap{>ears to be little chance for a

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 7. — That run- 
ning races are popular in the South is at- 
tested to by the fact that many of the fairs 
and expositions “in the land of cotton” are 
fostering “the sport of kings,” particularly 
the Tri-State Exposition, Savannah , Ga., 
dates October 23 to 28, and the Jacksonville 
Driving C!lub, Jacksonville, Fla., November 
IT to 25. Both of these associations have 
made running races the stellar attraction 
for the amusement of their visitors. There 
will be no harness races. 

Liberal purses and favorable conditions are 
attractive to the horsemen and many entries 
have already been received. The opening of 
the Savannah Fair is only six weeks off, 
and as stable room is somewhat limited all 
owners who anticipate racing on this track 
are requested to make their reservations 
early. The Georgia Derby, witli ?5000 added 
money, is of great interest. 

The tracks at both Savannah and Jack- 
sonville are being thoroughly overhauled. 
Special attention is being given to the curves 
and it is expected that fast time will be 
made. Tom Brown, the well-known starter, 
will officiate at both places. 

Jacksonville is planning a big running race 
meeting for next spring. It is proposed to 
hold it directly after the conclusion of the 
races in Cuba. A logical stopover to rest up 
the horses will be afforded and at the same 
time horses will not be . subjected to too 
great a change of climate. Instead of going 
from the heat of the tropics to the cold, 
stormy states in one jump, the thoroughbreds 
will take it more gradually and lessen the 
likelihood of being placed on the sick list. 



R. T. WILSON’S BIG WINNINGS 



Pillory and His Stablemates Cap- 
ture $123,489 Prize Money 
for Saratoga’s President. 



One of the big winners in this year’s racing 
is the stable of R. T. Wilson, president of 
the Saratoga Racing Association. To date 
that establishment, trained by T. J. Healey, 
has won the sum of $123,489, of which $94,654 
was contributed by Pillory when the son of 
Olambala was sweeping everything before 
him early in the spring. It is said that Pil- 
lory is again showing his early spring form 
and if such is the case the Wilson coffers 
should be considerably enriched before the 
horses are retired for the winter.
